youngsters have been greatly un- 
der-estimated by teachers and 
parents. 

The weakness of the high school 
system today is the flexibility of 
the curriculum, according to Dr. 
Latimer, who consider! the study 
of mathematics, sdence and for- 
eign languages of primary impor- 
tance. In his book he takes issue 
with the present method of sepa- 
rating out students according to 
'their ability to learn. He say*, 
"the proper solution for the slow 
learner is not the notion of 'eaBer' 
subject matter. Tremendous as the 
task will be, it lies rather in the 
development and use of special 
texts and teaching methods and 
in grouping according to ability 
that will give the less gifted an 
education that will differ in quan- 
tity, not in kind, from that of his 
more gifted fellows. This is the 
essence of democratic education 
today, the opportunity to learn at 
one’s own pace and ability, the 
basic principles of those subjects 
without which life In the modern 
world is inconceivable." 

In his comments on the Russian 
educational system, ln'addition to 
referring to the emphasis on sci- 
ence and mathematics. Dr. Lati- 
mer points out that Russian stu- 
dents go through a six-year period 
of cumulative study of a single 
language. He suggests that the 
United States institute a program 
of language instruction for the 
thousands of armed service per- 
sonnel stationed abroad where na- 
tive instructors are readily avail- 
able. In this way he feds Ameri- 
cans would have a knowledge of 
languages in situations and places 
where they would be most effec- 
tive. 

The author believes that prepa- 
ration for specialization in college 
in science, engineering, mathe- 
matics and foreign languages must 
begin in high school and that the 
same kind of preparation is even 
more essential for these who do 
not go beyond high school. 


• "FOR A SOUND educational 
program at all levels of our edu- 
cational house, it must be science 
and the humanities, not science or 
the humanities,” says Dr. John F. 
Latimer, University assistant dean 
of faculties and professor of clas- 
sical languages and literatures in 
h|a book, "What’s Happened to 
Our High Schools?’’ 

The volume, the result of a four- 
year study, presents the .view that 
our high school education system 
"was not good before and bad aft- 
er the two Sputniks were put into 
orbit"; that its quality did hot 
magically change overnight, but 
what did happen was a change in 
the American attitude toward the 
system. The book traces, with the 
assistance of tables and appen- 
dices, the history of the American 
public high school system. In this 
study of the evolution and present 
structure of the American high 
school curriculum, Dr. Latimer 
declares he has discovered that in 
recent years more high school stu- 
dents have enrolled In business 
and commercial subjects than in 
mathematics and sdence courses. 
He also states that about half of 
the nation's secondary school stu- 
dents have no opportunity to learn 
foreign languages and the abilities 
of a large majority of high school
